DEAD BODY FOUND ON A LOG.

Supposed to Be Remadns of Paul
Kirkland—Letter Only Clue.

Hampton, May 18.—-A body, sup-
posed to be that of Paul Kirkland,
of Sycamore, was found near here
to-lay. At the coroner's inquest a
physician testified that the deceased
hac¢ been dead six months. The body
was stripped of its flesh and any at-
tempt at identiflcation was impos-
sible. A pocketbook containing a
letter addressed to Paul Kirkland Is
the basis of belief that the dead man
is he.

The body was found this morning
about a mile and a half east of
where the Hampton and Branchville
Tallway crosses the Salkehatehie
river, The body was on a log cross-
ing the stream, the head being sub-
merged on one gide, while the feet
were in the water on the other side.
The body was badly decomposed,

A pocketbook was found in the
slream nearby, The wallet contain-
ed three post cards, three letters and
$6. Only one of the letters could be
deciphered. This was addressed to
“Paul Kirkland” at “Sycamore,” and
related to a plano purchased from
the W. W. Kimball Company, of Au-
gusta, Ga.

An inquest was held with J. D.
Murdock acting as coroner. The act-
ing coroner was convinced that the
man was accidentally killed while at-
tempting to cross the stream. The
verdict of the coroner's jury was
that the deceased met his death from
some unknown Iinstrumentality,

CAN RIDE ON PULLMAN CARS,

State Law Doesn't Apply to Negro in
Inter-Stato Traflic.

(The State, May 20.)

Attorney General Peeples vester-
day gave the opinion that there is no
State law to prevent negroes riding
on Pullmans on inter-State journeys.
The osinlon was glven in reply to a
letter from John G. Richards, Jr,,
chairman of the Rdilroad Commisg-
slon, in which !* war asked that an
Investigation be made of a negro
oceupying a berth of a Pullman on
the Southern's early morning train
from the North,

The letier of the Attorney General
to Chairman Richards follows:

“1 am In receipt of yours of the
l4th instant in reference.to a negro
riding in a Pullman car on the 14th
day of May on Southern train No.
31, which runs from Washington to
Jacksonville. I note that you gay
that this negro had secured his
ticket and berth in the ¢ity of Wash-
ington and that his destination was
Savannah, Ga. 1In reply thereto I
beg to say that being a native South
Carolinian and belleving in the sep-
aration of the races and holding the
personal opinion that I do in regard
to same, I would be very glad indeed
to be able to give you an opinion
that the Pullman Company could not
allow members of the negro race to
be passengers In their cars within
the borders of South Carolina, This,
however, is a matter absolutely be-

sembly of this State when It comes
lo inter-State travei, and therefore
is absolutely beyond the control of
the courts or executlve department
of this State,
" “"We have no remedy at law in a
case such ag you mention, unless it
should be perhaps a personal rem-
edy, to which, of course, as Attorney
General, T cannot advise you or any
other man to resort.
